Inspired by the encouragement contained in the 
assurances ot co-operation, the committee has set its goal 
at no less. 


Broken Steering Gear Drops 
Car Into Canyon Off 
Sturtevant Road 


Application For Permit To Operate An All-Destructive 
Public Nuisance At Municipal Water Plant Given 
Scant Consideration And Rejected by A Unanimous 
Vote— 

T HE MENACE of a stone crusher in Sierra Madre, which 
has hovered over the city since the application for a 
permit was filed two weeks ago, is gone. It was un¬ 
ceremoniously blotted out by the City Council on Wednes¬ 
day evening to the great satisfaction and joy of local citi¬ 
zens and property owners who feared the city would suffer 
In told harm by the mere suggestion that operations of such 
a palpable public nuisance would even be considered here. 
Action of the Council was so quick and decisive as to 
assure the populace and any prospective residents that they 
need have no fear of such a threat hereafter. 

Protests against the granting of a permit were so 
numerous and emphatic that the Council decided not even to 
feo into a hearing on the merits of the application filed by 
A^wrence M. Schneider, of this city, and H. E. Cox, of

s ible revenue to be derived and 
Xx'Q.illt Lilli Ul. CC Hhe offsetting damage to the city's 
a 1 ! water plant. 

It was enough to know, two of 
the Councilmen explained before 
Wednesday’s meeting, that the 
proposed crusher would be an in¬ 
tolerable nuisance, that it would 
depreciate real estate values, de- 
4troy the city’s outstanding charm 
and desirability as a home place 
and that it was considered by the 
residents as so objectionable that 
no revenue to be derived would 
begin to compensate for the dam¬ 
age done. 

The desk of Business Manager 
A1 Myers had piled high with 
protests in addition to those made 
directly to the Councilmen. Myers 
who was delegated to represent 
the city at the annual convention 
of the League of Municipalities in 
San Francisco, sent a telegram to 
the Council, voicing his unalter¬ 
able opposition to granting of the 
permit, the application having 
been referred to him for investi¬ 
gation and recommendation. This 
telegram was read when the mat¬ 
ter of the permit came up on 
Wednesday. It was as follows: 

“Regarding application for rock 
crusher on spreading grounds, I 
am unalterably opposed to any 
project that would in any way in¬ 
terfere with the efficient opera¬ 
tion of the spreading grounds, 
even temporarily. Therefore I 
recommend that the application be 
denied forthwith.” 

“That meets my views on the 
situation,” said Councilman Pres¬ 
ton Schwartz, "and I move that 
the application for a permit be 
denied.” 

“It meets my idea exactly,” 
said John Froehlich, new member 
of the Council, “and therefore 1 
second the motion." 

The roll call showed a unani¬ 
mous vote and the rock crusher 
menace disappeared without so 
much as any discussion of the 
matter.

Mrs. Jessie Ward Russell ad¬ 
vised the committee that even 
now it is not too late to plant 
for those who have neglected 
until now to do their bit towards 
guaranteeing success of the float 
project. "There is still time,” said 
Mrs. Russell. Mrs. Russell’s ad¬ 
vice to the committee and the 
townspeople will be found in an¬ 
other column and her suggestions 
on how to grow stocks will be 
found in the Garden department 
on page three. 

George Takaki, of East Grand 
View avenue, reported that he has 
greatly augmented his annual 
planting of sweet peas, for the 
culture of which he is noted 
among growers of the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley, with a very generous 
planting of lavender peas for the 
float. 

"From the reports* we have 
heard today I should say that 
Sierra Madre will look like a 
veritable flower garden before 
Christmas— and what could be 
more wonderful?” said President 
Clarence Huntsinger, of the Ki- 
wanis Club after Wednesday’s 
meeting of the general committee. 

Huntsinger, by the way, was 
one of the first to put in a 
planting. He has 50 feet of love¬ 
liness already above ground. Fire 
Chief Richards reported that his 
generous planting of peas is sev¬ 
eral inches above ground. 

The heads of every civic or¬ 
ganization in the city, represent¬ 
ing their organizations on the 
general committee, announced that 
there is deep seated interest in 
the undertaking among their 
memberships and expressed the 
opinion that there would be no 
difficulty in raising the small 
fund that will be required tp fe t 
the Wistaria Town flo" ’ f’on 
Orange Grove avenue in F*U .

New Executive Committee 
Chosen At Annual Com¬ 
munity Election 

Herbert Hoover, Jr., was unani¬ 
mously chosen to serve another 
year as chairman of the Sierra 
Madre Boy Scout Executive Coun¬ 
cil, at the organization’s public 
election held in the City Hall 
Tuesday night. Representatives 
from practically every civic club, 
church group and school in the 
city were present at what was re¬ 
garded as the most successful 
like meeting ever to be held here. 

On the withdrawal of Colonel 
H. B. Hersey as vice-chairman of 
the Council, the meeting chose 
Rev. Father' Hyacinth Clarev, of 
St. Rita’s Shrine, as his successor. 
Stanley Fish was elected to the 
secretaryship without opposition, 
Postmaster R. O. Caukin declar¬ 
ing himself out of the running 
for reelection. Milton Hollings¬ 
worth, president of the Sierra 
Madre Savings Bank, was nomi¬ 
nated for treasurer by the retiring 
treasurer, Harry Wooduff, and 
elected unanimously. 

In accepting his post Mr. Hoo¬ 
ver declared that it had been a 
pleasure working for the past 
year with the Scouters of this 
community and that he deeply ap¬ 
preciated the splendid cooperation 
which has been given him. Both 
Mr. Caukin and Col. Hersey said 
that although they were not con¬ 
tinuing in office, they would still 
lend every support to the scout¬ 
ing movement here. 

Captain E. G. Everett presided 
at Mr. Hoover's suggestion dur 
during the election. Tallman Trask 
chief executive of the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley-Pasadena council, com¬ 
plimented the community on the 
fine showing it is making in scout 
work, and gave an interesting 
resume of the recently completed 
scout trip in Yellowstone and the 
Grand Canyon. This tour was 
taken by some hundred Scouts 
from the local district in place of 
the planned Washington trip, 
postponed by the President be¬ 
cause of the infantile paralysis 
epidemic in the East and South.

Confiscatory Restrictions Of 
Mattoon Act” Cited In 
Appeal For Help 


Petitions representing 171 Sier¬ 
ra Madre Canyon property owners 
were presented to the City Coun¬ 
cil Wednesday night requesting 
that immediate action be taken 
under one of the Refunding Spe¬ 
cial Assessment Acts of 1935 to 
prevent abnormal delinquency re¬ 
quirements for the ensuing tax 
year. Plea was made to the City 
to institute proceedings to relievo 
the property owners in Sierra 
Madre Aquisition and Improve¬ 
ment District No. 2 from the 
"confiscatory restrictions of the 
Mattoon Act ... by refunding 
and/or conversion of the out¬ 
standing bonds of said district 
into a direct specific parcel as¬ 
sessment lien.” 

The petition stresses the need 
for basing terms on the ability 
of the property to pay, as deter¬ 
mined by analysis, so that when 
the relief is consunmted the as¬ 
sessment against each parcel 
would be less in principal and in¬ 
terest than now outstanding under 
the spread of assessments under 
A. & I. No. 2. 

The 171 signatures claimed by 
the canyon sponsor, B. F. Grnm- 
mel, represent 390 parcels of land 
out of a total of 507 parcels in 
Tract No. 2456. There are a pos¬ 
sible 249 owners to be signed. 
The matter was referred by the 
Council to City Clerk Waverly 
Pratt, who will check signatures 
on the petitions. City Engineer 
Sam Graham was instructed to 
cross-check the properties and lo¬ 
cations designated, and legal ad¬ 
vice will be obtained immediately 
from City Attorney Phil Dodson. 
City Business Manager A1 S. 
Myers will then approve the final 
findings and institute necessary 
proceedings, on instruction from 
the Council. In the meantime ad¬ 
ditional signatures may be se¬ 
cured. 

A delegation of Canyon resi¬ 
dents including Mr. Grammel 
Miss Laura E. Cadmus and Mrs. 
J. P. Nash presented the petition.

Underground Machinery 
rives As Crew Stands 
Bv For Action 


We surface people call it dig- 
i ging, but tunnel men call it 
mucking. They call the dirt that 
i the hopper cars will haul out of 
the big bore muck. Right now 
mucking operations haven’t quite 
started yet at the portal of the 
Sierra Madre link in the Metro¬ 
politan Water Distric's big Colo¬ 
rado River aqueduct, because 
there's - been a slight delay in the 
arrival of the mucker itself. But 
don't get the Idea work has been 
at a standstill up at Grand View 
and Mountain Trail, where the 
tunnel headquarters are located. 
This week a construction gang of 
about a dozen men—carpenters, 
master mechanics, electricians and 
engineers put up the permanent 
looking 200-ton muck bunker, 
and started building the belt 
bucket conveyor. 

Here's the layout—the mucker 
eats into the ground, its steel 
bucket teeth grinding through 
any normal earth, and backed by 
the compressed air jacks for the 
really rough going. The digger is 
followed up by the 10-ton vapor 
proof locomotive. Then the hopper 
cars, which will carry the dirt 
out of the bore to the portal, 
where it will be dumped Into the 
conveyor buckets, taken up 25 
feet into the air and into the 
hunker. Here the muck is let 
down into waiting trucks, which 
pass under the bunker in two 
driveways. 

All of the work will be done 
by electricity, hence no gas fumes 
in the tunnel. Air will be shot 
Into the workmen by a giant 
blower. Although the trains, run¬ 
ning on husky 45 pound rails, 
wili be routed over a one-way 
line, there wili be switchbacks at 
specific intervals so that incom¬ 
ing and outgoing cars may be 
kept in continuous motion. 

The juice comes over the Edi¬ 
son high voltage line at 16,000 
volts, is stepped down to 2300 
volts at the main transformer, 
then shot down again to 440 volts 
for the compressor engine and 
other equipment In the tunnel. A 
regular 110 volt current is to 
light the work underground. The

W Worth Ph. D. of White Me¬ 
morial Hospital who reviewed 
current events in Ethiopia and 
European affairs, then gave us 
some Interesting historical facts 
which directly led up to the pres¬ 
ent day conditions. 

Ethiopia, he said, at one time 
comprised almost the whole north¬ 
ern part of Africa and the only 
part of Africa that did not ac¬ 
cept the Mohammedon religion. 
The Ethiopians claim Royal blood 
as direct descendants of King 
Solomon. 

Dr. Worth explained Italy's 
! point of view—a country about 
i the size of California with a 
population of some 45 million 
people, looking for more territory 
to relieve the congested condition. 
They have watched Japan do a 
bit of expanding, also the German 
Empire gather under its wing | 
a portion of land nearby. And In¬ 
asmuch as they were given vari¬ 
ous promises by the Allies, or by 
Great Britain and France, for 
casting their lot with the allies 
instead of the central powers, 
they feel that they are about due 
for a little expanding themselves. 

Ethiopia, he said, stuck a thorn 
in the side of Italy back in 1896 
when they tried to acquire Ethi¬ 
opia and were badly beaten, with 
heavy losses, so naturally revenge 
is in the heart of Italy. 

Then Dr. Worth explained the 
viewpoint of England and France. 
Great Britain owns or controls 
the entire coast line of Africa 
from Egypt to the southern end, 
including the Suez Canal. Also the 
Blue Nile River has its source up 
in Ethiopia at a lake in that ter¬ 
ritory. Should Italy get control 
of the source of the water supply, 
there is no doubt a question in 
the minds of those who use this 
water for irrigation and other 
purposes, just what might happen 
to their water supply. 

France owns or controls the 
railroads in the region of Ethiopia, 
too, and those are some of the 
most important reasons given by 
Dr. Worth of France and Eng¬ 
land’s eagerness to stop the ag¬ 
gression of Italy. 

Ethiopia is the one remaining 
country in Africa populated, gov¬ 
erned and controlled by their own 
people, Ethiopians.

| terest in growing Stocks 
now because they will be In 
demand this winter to use for dec¬ 
orating the Sierra Madre float in 
the Pasadena Rose Parade. 

Stocks are easy to grow if con¬ 
ditions are just right for them. 
First, they must have good drain¬ 
age. They must not be over wat¬ 
ered. Sometimes a rain storm, if 
it lasts several days, will ruin the 
plants. Now do not let this mis¬ 
lead you into believing they 
should not be watered at all, for 
they must have plenty of water to 
keep them growing but just not 
too much. 

One is sometimes disappointed 
in having many of their stock 
plants turn out to be single in¬ 
stead of double, as they should 
be. This often happens and is 
no fault of the seed or nursery¬ 
man. Y ou should understand that 
all stocks seeds are produced on 
tlie single flowering plants as the 
double ones do not go to seed. So 
you can see how there would al¬ 
ways be a percentage of single 
flowers. The percentage of 
doubles is always a gamble. At 
times you will get almost all of 
them doubles and then you are 
very lucky. 

If you plant the stock plants 
double thickly in the bed you 
could pull out the single ones as 
soon as they make themselves 
known by their buds. The double 
ones have short, fat buds, while 
the singles are long and slender. 

As a rule, the young plants 
that grow the fastest and strong¬ 
est are the single flowering ones. 

If the foliage of the young 
stock plants curl and seem at all 
deformed, they are probably in¬ 
fested with green aphis and

Kern County Created April 2, 
1886. This county derived its 
name from the Kern river, which 
was named for the lieutenant of 
that name of General John C 
Freemont’s third expedition in 
1845-47. With an area about the 
size of Massachusetts, this county 
is made up of picturesque moun¬ 
tains, productive valleys and arid 
deserts. Vast underground re¬ 
sources of petroleum, gas and 
minerals supply the markets of 
the world, while enough cotton 
and wool are produced to clothe 
100,000 persons. Varied fruits, 
field crops, vegetables, live stock 
and dairy products and scores of 
manufacturing plants add to the 
prosperity of Kern. 

The mountain area comprises 
more than 3,000,000 acres. The 
Sierra Nevada on the east and 
the Tehachapi Mountains on the 
south offer excellent hunting 
fishing, and camping. The Gold¬ 
en State Highway running from 
north to south, El Camino Sierra, 
from Mojave up through eastern 
Kern to the Inyo-Mono play¬ 
ground, an excellen highway leav¬ 
ing Bakesrfield. Traversing the 
Sequoia National Forest and a 
fine road crossing northwestern 
Kern in its course to the coast 
route highway at Paso Robles, 
provide splendid means of seeing 
this extraordinary county. 

Live stock raising is an impor¬ 
tant industry. Cotton production 
is increasing annually. Kern is 
well adapted to fruit growing. Oil 
has been produced in the county 
for forty years and at present 
more than 50 per cent of the oil 
producing area in the State is 
here. Randsburg, a Mojave Des¬ 
ert town, with a population of 
143, is the home of the famous 
Yellow Aster gold mine, which 
has produced $18,000,000, and the 
Kelly mine, also one of Cali¬ 
fornia’s best gold producers. Pop¬ 
ulation 82,570. Area, 8003 square 
miles.

Let¬ 
tuce is in second place as a dis¬ 
tinct crop with a valuation of 
about $11,000,000 a year. Imper¬ 
ial is the tenth cattle-producing 
county of the State. Dairy pro¬ 
ducts contribute more than $3,- 
000,000 annually. Calexico, the 
Imperial Valley gateway to Old 
Mexico, is the port of entry to 
Lower California. Statistics show 
that 8,000,000 persons and 2,400,- 
000 automobiles cross the inter¬ 
national boundary here annually. 
El Centro, the county seat, had 
a population in 1907 of 125; to¬ 
day it boasts 8434. Population, 
60,903. Area, 4089 square miles. 

Inyo County— Created March 
22, 1866. This county got its name 
from a tribe of Indians who in¬ 
habited that part of the Sierra 
Nevada mountains. The meaning 
of the word "Inyo” never has 
been determined.

steel rods are laced through holes 
in the girders, bracing the entire 
structure. After the entire mile 
and a quarter length of tunnel
